California Plans - 
fo Insure Safety 
by New Auto Law 


OLLOWING ‘numerous sugges- 

tions made by its members, the 

legal department of the Automo- 

bile Club of Southern California 
is struggling with contemplated pro- 
visions for changes in the motor 
vehicle act next year. 

Undoubtedly the present vehicle act 
will be changed, say club officials who 
are preparing to see that the changes 
will be improvements on the present 
act. A suggestion is made, and it is 
backed by a large number of club 
members, that an examination be 
taken by all who apply for permits to 
operate a motor vehicle in California. 

This examination, it is said, should 
inquire into the physical fitness of the 
applicant; into his understanding of 
the mechanics of driving a motor ve 
hicle, and into his knowledge of the 
elementary road rules. The argu- 
ment advanced in-favor of this sug- 
gestion ts the experience of the state 
of Massachusetts. — , 

Figures obtained from Massachu- 
setts show that now one-fourth of 
those who apply are denied permis- 
sion to operate an automobile. The 
first year such a system was applied 
14 per’ cent of the applicants were re- 
jected and it is also reported that im- 
mediately the accidents throughout 
the state were reduced one-half. In 
other words, it appears that 14 per 
cent of the operators caused one-half 
of Massachusetts’ traffic accidents.

BY HIGH SPEED. 


VERY motorist is told in forceful 
terms each day that the gasoline 
he is using is none too good. We 
say it is low grade. Such gasoline 

in present engines causes excessive 
knocking, rapid carbonization, crank 
case dilution, and a lot of other trou- 
bles. But we soon shall be rid of all 
this, and, what is more, the industry 
will shortly begin the consideration of 
really high compression engines, re 
gardless of the nature of the fuel sold. 


All of this new developm@tt, at least 
new to the motorist, alth®ugh the big 
men in the automobile field have beem 
trying to overcome the defects of fuel 
for many years. For the present a 
substance has been developed which 
takes the knock out of engines—not a 
bearing knock or a wrist pin knock, 
but the troublesome pinking due to the 
bad fuel. This knocking slows you 
down on a grade and makes you retard 
the spark every so often. The General 
Motors research department is respon- 
sible for finding a substance called 
tetra ethyl lead (alcohol lead), which, 
when mixed with gzasoline in the pro- 
portions of one cubic centimeter to the 
gallon, stops the knocking. 


Of course, violent overheating or in- 
candescent carbon will continue to 
cause knocking, but if enough of the 
new substance is used even knocking 
under those conditions is reduced. 

~>— 

But there {ts more to the new sub- 
stance than the mere removal of the 
knocking in present engines. These 
engines run at 60,,65, or 75 pounds com- 
pression pressure, with a maximum 
compressicn ratio of say, 4% tol. The 
industrv wants to use compression 
ratios of 7 and 7% to 1, corresponding 
to 100 to 120 pounds compression. That 
will mean economy in fuel, more power, 
less crank case dilution. But we can- 
not increase compression without caus- 
ing excessive knocking, due to the high 
heat and pressure. 

This knocking, by the way, ts usualty 
caused by a spark knock, but is actual- 
ly a violent detonation caused by the 
breaking down of the fuel into one or 
more compounds that do not merely 
explode, but detonate. It is the force 
and sound of the detonation that you 
hear when you are pulling up a hill. 
The knocking may go away on retard- 
ed spark, because then the explosion 
mixture is fired at lower pressure, and 
it is the high pressure or heat that 
causes the knocking. 

For many years the industry knew 
that we could not have high compres. 
sion engines or remove the knock in 
present ones without altering the na- 
ture of the fnel. All sorts of com-

You cannot expect the Service Recognition Board to make rapid 
progress with your claim if the blank cannot be understood Remember that 
there are more than 300,000 men in [Illinois who will make application for this 
compensation and who must be accorded consideration. Bear in mind that any 
error or failure to make full and complete answer to each question may delay 
the payment of your claim.

The Magical Effect of Recovering and Redraping Old Things., 


in need of a new coat. A change of 
color was considered advisable, that 
formerly used having become monoto 
nous. In order to effect this change 
successfully,.the old paint had to be 
done away: with first. Varnish or 
paint remover was rubbed on with an 
old cloth and then the surface was 


‘washed clean with denatured alcohol. 


A coat of woodfiller, which comes 
ready prepared, was applied to fill in 
the grain and cracks in the wood. 
When this was thoroughly dry, three 
coats of robin’s egg blue paint were 
applied to each piece—one coat being 
perfectly dry before the appliance of 
the next.

It is the only 
way to clean the flesh side of the bacon, 
yet, as commonly cut, people eat that 
dirty edge, emoke colorings and all 
It is difficult to trim it off from sliced 
bacon, but it can be done if the slices 
are packed closely and are cold and 
firm. The smoke colorings and dirt, 
which I have tasted before now in a 60 
cent club sandwich and in other pub- 
licly served bacon combinations, give a 
horrible favor. By removing smoke 
colorings from a 23 cent a pound 
equare of bacon I have secured as 
pleasantly flavored cooked bacen as the 
sweetest and finest strip can yield. The 
meat of the square was marbled, not 
streaked. 

Sliced bacon, unless kept with ex- 
ceedingly great care, stale or 
actually moldy. It is rarely nice of 
flavor like freshly cut bacon, and on 
the whole it is a delicatessen contri-

quite constantly for her benefit. 
English and American Bacon. 
The English shave been long at the 
making of bacon, and have the repu- 
tation of making the finest of the 
world. “Well fed pork of delicate 
size” is used, and it is astonishing to 
read the list of fine foods and the 
variety that has been fed to pro 
spective bacon. The people who feed 
theee English hogs certainly have a 
much narrower and poorer diet. 
Some of the English names are 
used for Ameriqan bacons and indi- 
cate rather interesting things that per 
tain to old cookery. The old cook 
Sooke give but little about cooking 
Lacon, but a great deal about curing 
it, with recipes of famous names, In 
one of these it says: “The important 
art of pickling or salting meat calls 
for the housekeeper’s best attention. 
There are many modes of doing it, 
both in England and America. I 
England, north and south : 
in a different manner. IA Hamp- 
shire, Wiltshire, and Ber , they 
singe the hog. In Yorkshire, Lin- 
colnshire, etc. they scald the hog” 
It is bardly fair to make sweeping 
statements about American bacon as 
a number of writers have done. Mr. 
Henry T. Finck, after praising bacon 
as the most delicious of all appetizers, 
of exceptional nutritive value, italicises 
the word “good” applied to bacon. 
and says, “ such as one can get in Eng- 
land often and in America sometimes. 
The drugged, denatured, indigestible 
rubbish usually sold in the United 
States as ‘bacon’ is not fit for food.

Many months after the armistice 
William Allen White, writing of con- 
ditions in England, said: “It is an- 
nounced that Great Britain will have 
to go through another awful winter 
on American bacon, which is so thor- 
oughly salted that Britishers, regard 
famine as a mild abnirnaiive” 

If this was true, I think the bacon 
exported must have been made extra 
salt so that it would keep. We used 
to get disagreeably salt bacon, but 
I have not found any for a long time. 

Imported Bacons, 

Canada, one bacon expert says, “is 
famed for its pea fed hog bacon,” 
and Mr. Finck says that “ Canadian 
bacon enjoys a much better reputa- 
tion at home and abroad than that 
made in the United States, with a few 
honorable exceptions.” I know of 
places where Canadian bacon can be 
purchased, but they cre few, but one 
to a city. What is commonly called 
by this name is perhaps not distin- 
guishable from Irish bacon, which has 
the bone in and looks much like 4 
rib pork chop when cut. * 

The hotels use imported bacons for 
“class.” In the book quoted ab-ve, 
it says that a/certain brand of Irisn 
bacon “makes a fine novelty dish and 
is a good seller.” And again it says: 
“A favorite imported bacon is the 
Westphalia. It comes in large, heavy 
strips weighing eight ‘0 fifteen pounds, 
Imported Paprika Spevk is made of-fat 
backs, the part commonly used for 
larding pork. It is cut [In narrow strips 
of three or four pounds each, and is 
coated with paprika pepper.” 


On Choosing Bacon. 

Most bacon buyers ask today for ba- 
con or bacon squares, and many prob 
ably ask for that from a favored pack- 
ing house. They go no further. Old 
directions for choosing bacon read like 
this: “ Excellent young bacon may be 
thus known—the lean will be tender 
and of a bright color, the fat firm and 
white yet bearing a pale rose tinge, 
and the rind thin. Rusty bacon has 
yellow streaks in it.” Way back in 
Mrs. Glasse is this: “If it be white, 
oily in feeling, does not break or crum- 
ble, good; but if the contrary, and the 


lean has some little streaks of yellow, 
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One of the’ makers of American 
Berkshire bacon advertises: “It will 
not curl or shrivel like ordinary bacon 
because, with our process of dry sugar 
curing the meat is not permeated with 
water.” And from the old recipes for 
curing much is to be learned in bacon 
discrimination. 

Bacon Picturesquesness. 

There is a much repeated story, with 
many variations, about the married

Perhaps it is the least of our needs 
that we be familiar with such stories. 
but we should know our bacon better, 
and every interesting fact that will 
help to this end is worth repeating. 


Frying Slices of Bacon Squares, 


It takes a@ great many slices of ba 
con for a respectable service when 
they are thin and small; and the thin 
and amall with careful,home slicing 
give the nicest service when the meat 
is bacon squares, Trim off thé uneven 
end from which the cutting is to be 
done. If a good deal is to be sliced off 
—use a heavy butcher knife—trim off 
the rind as well, using every care that 
every surface shail be kept immacu. 
lately clean. A fresh sheet of parch 
ment paper is a good thing to slice 
down on, and to protect any exposed 
side. Now make the thinnest possible 
slices and fill the bottom of the cold 
frying pan with those that have been 
inevitably a little thick. Keeb the 
thin shavings for later treatment. . 


When ready to fry the bacon, put 
the pan over the fire and as soon as 
the fat begins to grow transparent 
commence to turn each slice and keep 
it as uncyrlied as possible. Do not 
have a fire hot enough to make the fat 
smoke. When these pieces are well 
cooked, not hardened, but gently 
crisped, take them up and drop ‘the 
shayings of bacon into the hot fat 
of the pan and stir them constantly 
until they are crisp. They will curl up 
and if carefully cooked will be as agree- 
able of flavor as the. other. Cant the 
pan, if uncertain whether they are 
cooked enough, leaving them high and 
dry, and the rather large amount of 
fat still ready over the fire to cook 
them further if necessary. These are 
excellent for little garnishes or to eat 
like any breakfast bacon—dry enough 
to eat frore the fingers, but, remem 
ber. net hard.

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Blithe, Tuneful*“Sally”?: a 
Show Worth Tabking About 


By Sheppard Butler. 


HE stars in their courses are kind to the Colonial theater. On the heels 
of the “Music Box Revue,” incomparably the best entertainment of its 
kind, comes “Sally,” another authentic wonder of the mimic world, 
bringing further wealth and deserved acclaim to the portals of the Ran- 

doiph street playhouse. Prosperity for some, lean days—and nights—for 
others. So it goes. advance ticket sale of more than $65,000 waited the 
arrival of “ Sally ’; thése who attended the opening 
performance paid $6,574 for the privilege. To him , 
that hath shall be given, and al] that. 

“ Sally,” they say, did not spring ful!-panoplied 

from the brains of its progenitors. Several years 
ago some one thought up the idea of setting “ Brew- 


ster’s Millions” to music. Jerome Kern prepared 


: the tunes and Harry Fox rehearsed the role so long 


' played by Edward Abeles. The piece was given a 
trial performance or two, condemned as unsatisfac- 
tory, and shelved. But Kern did not forget his 
melodies. One haunting strain in particular he de- 
termined to use again. And use it again he did. It 
runs all through “ Sally,” and is what they call the 
“hit number” of the show—* Look for the Silver 
Lining.” Other airs, too, from that otherwise for- 
gotten “Brewster's Millions” score are now rein 
carnate and very much alive in the gay festivities 
at the Colonial. 

At least, that is the story. I have not asked 
Mr. Kern about it, but if it is true it is an inter. 
esting sidelight on how success sometimes grows 
out of failure. 

They tell also a diverting tale of how Charles Dillingham and A. L. Br 
langer were invited to the first showing of “ Sally * and offered by Mr. Ziegfeld 
a chance to “buy in” on the production. This they declined, avowing their 
belief that the piece never would make a cent. Now whenever Mr. Ziegfeld 
has a particularly heartening balance sheet from “Sally” he shows it te 
Messrs. Dillingham and Erlanger with great glee.

Perfection, or Nearly So, in Light Entertainment. 

These matters, however, are of no importance except to the persons im- 
volved. What és important. and stimulating, is the opportunity to see in the 
theater a thing altogether adequately done. The 
homely adage to the effect that if a thing is worth 
doing at all it is worth doing well finds a shining 
examplar in “ Sally.”” So does the observation about 
the man’ who makea*a better mouse trap and finds 
the world beating a path to his door. Musica] com- 
edy is not the sort of thing the Drama league dis- 
cusses, but I have a lurking suspicion, for which I 
probably shall be annihilated, that a musical comedy 
perfectly produced may mean as much to the stage 
as the greatest of dramas badly acted. 

“Sally” is as near perfection as one is likely 
‘o see in light entertainment. It is at once opulent 
and dainty, spacious and compact, lusty and exuber- 
ant and deft. These contradictory adjectives, I 
think, touch the secret of its charm. No show with 
as much riotous horseplay in it would have attained 
“ Sally’s” popularity without its contrasting leaven 
of piquant loveliness. Nor would the loveliness 
alone have served without the joyous fillip of the 
horseplay» 

The tidings about “ Sally ~ were misleading. We 
had heard that it was tuneful, romantic, and gorgeowe—which it is—but we 
id not Know that it was so funny. For the first time since my measurably 
remote youth I laughed myself into a state of helplessness at the Colonial the

It was peculiarly appropriate, then, 
that new plays from the pens of both 
of these men should appear almost 
simultaneously in book form and 
should bring to us in the provinces “The 
Waltz of the Dogs,” by Andreyev, and 
“Fashions for Men” (playing in New 
York), and “The Swan,” by Franz 
Molnar. 

“The Waltz of the Dogs” seems 
to me a-poor and inadequate imita- 
tion of an Ibsen play, the sort of thing 
that one might do to show that the 
thing cduld be done. It concerns a 
man about to be married and his one 
little piece on the piano, “The Waltz 
of the Dogs.” It runs, as a ileit- 
motif through the play, as the theme 
of the “The Song of Songs” runs 
through the Suderman novel of that 
name, but not, at any moment, with a 
poignancy which, in that appalling 
novel, the theme has. That his 
flancée leaves him, is the mistress of 
his brother, and that he shoots him- 
self seems to be the entire play. The 
drama in it isn’t vivid, even. 

Both Molnar plays are amusing, 
but neither has the beauty of “ Liliom ” 
and its poetic quality. “‘ Fashions for 
Men” is almost another “ Pigeon.” 
Bhe too amiable Juhasz is another 
Christopher Wellyn, only instead of 
being an artist he is the proprietor 
of a dry goods shop. Their psychology 
is much the same, howéver.
